Farmer's Parllment refuses to re¬ 
affirm 19*7 resolution urging eld to 
Sugar Industry lest It be construed 
aa favoring higher tariff—Want fre¬ 
er world trade. 

Reconsidering a resolution passed 
by this years convention urging the 
Dominion government to "adopt such 
measures to encourage and stabllxe 
this Industry as shall be alike bene¬ 
ficial to the growers of sugar beets, 
the manufacturers of the refined pro¬ 
duct therefrom and the consumers of 
sugar In the Dominion of Canada," 
because It might be Interpreted to 
mean a refutation of the declared 
opposition of the U. P. A. to a pro¬ 
tective tariff, the convention late Fri¬ 
day evening voted down the resolu¬ 
tion affirming the stand taken a year 
•go and defeating the above state- 
ed resolution. 

An additional resolution brought In 
by the resolutions commttta after r- 
draftlng placed the convention on re¬ 
cord In favor of the world free trade 
and In the meantime supporting a 
general policy of substantial reduc¬ 
tions In the tariff. » 

Another asking for the abolutlon 
of beer parlors was adopted. The 
raoiutlon had been passed by the U. 

& W. A. convention and was endorsed 
the U. F. A. gathering. 
Establishment of old age pensions 
at th 1929 session of the legislature 
prior to any enlarged system of high¬ 
way construction or other large mater 
lal projects was sought from the pro¬ 
vincial government In another reso¬ 
lution.

London Pa|M»r Expresses Apprecia¬ 
tion Of Reverse To Tenny 
Postage 

Tho London Sunday Times in an 
editorial headed "Canada leads the 
way,” welcomed the increased Bri¬ 
tish immigrant quota as emphasiz¬ 
ing the practical loyalty of Cana¬ 
dians to their British stock, but fears 
that the proper advantage may not 
be taken of it in Great Britain. Tho 
newspaper quotes further encourage¬ 
ment both of propaganda and fin¬ 
ance. The Sunday Times also ex¬ 
presses appreciation of the penny 
postage and finds in it "a signal 
proof of Canada’s strong imperial 
sentiments.” 

After urging Hon. Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the excheq¬ 
uer, to follow Canada’s example tho 
Sunday Times advocates a common 
empire stamp which, it states would 
have a real psychological value as a 
symbol of imperial unity.

New Process Said To Make Card¬ 
board As Strong As Iron 

What is called "the most import¬ 
ant metallurgical process since the 
discovery of steel” Is announced in 
an advertisement by the Einstein 
Electro-Chemical Process, Ltd., pub¬ 
lished in the London newspapers. 

Materials which are non-conduc¬ 
tors of electricity con now be elec¬ 
troplated, according to the claim 
mado by this company, which as¬ 
serts that wood, silk, porcelain pa¬ 
per and all metals can henceforth be 
coated with a surface of non-cor¬ 
rosive metal. As a result of the 
treatment even such flimsy mater¬ 
ials ns cardboard or plywood can bo 
given the strength of iron and made 
resistive to the corrosive action of 
steam, heat, chemical fumes and wa¬ 
ter, it is declared. 

Fortification of the frail fabric of 
airplanes and airships to the strength 
of Bteel, and solution of the boat- 
builder’s problem by entirely metal¬ 
lizing craft of every description, are 
among the claims made for tho new 
invention. Woodwork and textiles 
can be similarly metallized, it is as¬ 
serted. 

Tho advertisement asserts that 
tho British Admiralty and Air Ser¬ 
vice have ordered articles on which 
the clcctro-chemtcal process has 
been successfully used.

The attention of people in all parts of Canada, and. In fact, of the 
world, will be directed to the prairie provinces of this Dominion during the 
next few months in a way and to an extent probably unprecedented in the 
history of any country, by reason of the applications to the Dominion 
Parliament for charters to build many hundreds of miles of railway in the 
northern portions of Manitoba, Saskatcliw&n and Alberta. 

Both tho Canadian Pacific and the Canadian National Railways are 
asking Parliament for power to enormously extend their lines into tho 
north country, and both announce their eagerness to proceed with the work 
of construction with the least possible delay. There is the keenest kind 
of rivalry between these two giant systems for rights into certain sections 
of this territory, with the result that a battle royal will take place at 
Ottawa when Parliament assembles. 

One thing emerges quite clearly from the situation that lias developed 
with almost startling suddenness, and that is, that, despite all former 
statements and predictions to the contrary, the railway managements of 
Canada are now convinced of the enormous wealth of natural resources 
in the more northerly portions of Canada and of the success of the Hudson 
Bay Railway and Hudson Bay route to the markets of the old world. 

There had long been a suspicion in the minds of many Western people 
that the former opposition in Montreal and other Eastern centres to the 
construction of the Hudson Bay Ra’lway was based, not on their professed 
scepticism as to the feasibility of the route, but because of 
their belief that the route would prove to be an unqualified success, with 
nil the upheaval wh'ch the opening of this short route from the heart of 
the prairies to the markets of the world would cause in existing transpor- 
rates, and routing of traffic.

Outside of a little extrn expense 
tn harvesting, the coat of producing 
a good crop ntid a poor one Is about 
the some, but the profits to the 
grower of the two vary greatly. Us¬ 
ually an average crop barely pays 
the cost of growing, and a poor one 
registers a loss. On account of tho 
overhead, which remains fairly con¬ 
stant, despite the yield, It Is of prime 
importance to the producer to get 
the very highest returns possible 
from his land. In thla connection 
the seed used Is one of the most Im¬ 
portant factors. Farmers hove no 
control over sunshine, moisture or 
storms. They have little protection 
agnlnst cnrly or late frosts, but they. 
have very definite eontrol over seed. 

It Is to get producers to exercise! 
this control that the Provincial and: 
Federal governments nre co-opcrat-1 
tng in putting on better seed cam- j 
polgns. "Clean, sound, plump, well 
graded seed will produce from 10 to 
100 per cent, mure crop than weed-* 
Infested, ungraded seed," states Hon. 
John 8. Martin, Ontario’s Minister 
of Agriculture, who points out that 
Increased crop yields lower the cost 
of production and that the lowering 
ot this cost la the best way to in¬ 
crease farm products. He advises 
the purchasing of the seed supply 
from reliable seed houses or careful 
growers, from which, Incidentally. | 
the seed houses purchase their sup¬ 
plies, which nre cleaned up by them 
and government graded before be¬ 
ing offered for sale. 

Not only does dirty seed produce 
a smaller crop for every seed sown, 
because the poor grain will not 
yield as high an average as plump, 
clean graded seed, but there Is a 
direct loss from the growth of the 
weeds In this supply. Weeds occu¬ 
py a considerable portion of the 
land that should be occupied by the 
grain, and, in addition to this, going 
to seed usually before the regular 
crop Is ready to harvest, they pol¬ 
lute the land for another year.
